~ Ordinary people who give

A volunteer collecting for the “foreign missions” in 
London, England, last summer, approached an 
attractive young woman who seemed a likely 
prospect. ; 


“Please, can you spare 20 pennies for the 
missionaries in Africa?” she asked. The girl looked 
up, eyes twinkling, “I am a missionary in Africa,” she 
said. 


She was, in fact, a lay missionary from San Diego, 
on a brief “mercy mission” to London accompanying 
a desperately ill colleague who needed treatment 
that was unavailable in Africa. 


THERE ARE EIGHT lay persons from the San 
Diego diocese currently on assignment to mission 
territories. All but one are members of the Lay 
Mission Helpers Association. 


Since its formation in 1955, the Lay Mission 
Helpers Association, a Los Angeles-based 
organization under the auspices of the Propagation 
of the Faith, has screened, trained and placed nearly 
600 lay men and women—including families—in 
missions in Africa and the South Pacific. 

Of these, 55 persons have been members of the 
San Diego and San Bernardino dioceses. They have 
committed themselves to three years service in 


countries as far afield as New Guinea, Israel, the __ 
Mariana Islands, Kenya, Malawi, Zimbabwe — 


Rhodesia and Ghana. 


According to Breda Stack, secretary to the 
Association and two-time veteran herself, there are 
10 Lay Mission Helpers at present living in the San 
Bernardino diocese and 14 in San Diego and 
Imperial counties. 


SOME OF THEM have returned for a further term 
after completing their initial assignment. 


Among those presently serving are two families, 
each with three children. 


Kenneth and Barbara Bertel, formerly of St. Kieran 
parish, El Cajon, left last summer for Guam in the 
Marianas, where Kenneth took a teaching post at a 
boys’ high school and Barbara, a nurse, assumed 
duties in a local hospital. 


In the diocese of Aitape, in Papua, New Guinea, 
Deborah Meyer of St. Pius X, Chula Vista, works ina 
secretarial capacity. Her husband, Robert, has 
become a “bush pilot” flying to outlying mission 
parishes and often providing their only link to 
supplies, medical aid and religious instruction. 


_ JOSEPH COLLINS, formerly an assistant in the St. 
Vincent de Paul Society, San Diego, is also in Papua, 
working as office administrator for the Capuchin 
Friars at Madang. 


Kathryn Bromwell and Patricia Newman complete 
the list. 


Kathryn, remembered for her active participation 
‘in-religious education at St. Brigid parish, Pacific 
Beach, now teaches seventh and eighth grade 
religion at Mt. Carmel School in Agana, Saipan, inthe 
Marianas. : 


Patricia, a parishioner of the Immaculata, San

department at St. Charles Secondary School and 
Minor Seminary in Tamale, Ghana, in West Africa.

ALTHOUGH MOST “LMHers” are single, one ortwo 
families are usually accepted each year in the 
program. 


Despite the considerable expense involved in 
flying families “halfway across the world” and the 
problems of finding mission territories offering 
adequate schooling for children, the director of the 
Association, Msgr. Lawrence O'Leary, believes that 
the witness value of families living out the Christian 
message in predominantly pagan countries justifies 
the financial strain. 


Mission families, however, see themselves more 
as served than serving. “We received much, much 
more than we gave,” Franca Cover of Redlands says. 
She and her husband, Richard, flew to Kenya in the 
summer of 1968 with their four-month-old baby, to 
teach at St. Mary’s School for Boys in Nyeri. 


“DICK AND | HAD a chance few young couples 
experience,” she said. “For three years we had only 
each other. Every night was family night. No TV, no 
phones, no PTA—just quiet gatherings of friends, 
deep sharing of thoughts and feelings, sometimes 
painful confrontations with our spiritual poverty and 
the realization of our utter dependence on God.” 


Steve and Angie Miles, only recently returned to 
San Diego from Malawi, agree. “We were happy 
there,” Steve said. “We learned a great deal and 
came back very enriched personally.” 


There are, of course, barriers of culture and 
language to be overcome first. This is particularly 
true of women who accept positions as teachers in 
societies where women traditionally are given a 
subservient role. 

“STEREOTYPES ARE ingrained in the mission 
field,” Franca Cover said. “It was a real struggle for 
the boys to accept me as a woman teacher.”

She recalls her joy when one student visited her in 
the hospital after the birth of her second child, 
bringing a gift of three eggs—a generous and 
affectionate gesture in that poverty plagued land. 


For young, single women, the initial problem ofthe 
first year of service may be the establishment of 
authority and the winning of respect—no mean 
challenge in cultures where age is venerated and 
wisdom considered an attribute of old men. 


This kind of stress, said Steve Miles, is why 
applicants are subjected to stringent psychological 
testing. 

Lay Mission Helpers are encouraged to live at the 
same level as the people they serve and poverty is a 
reality for them. 


APART FROM housing, which is usually provided, 
their monthly stipend of $50 is expected to cover all 
living expenses, regardless of the degree of 
economic inflation of the country. 


“At first it was hard,” Patricia Newman admitted, 
“but learning to do with less and stripping my needs 
to the barest essentials has given me a sense of 
freedom and confidence | didn't have before.” 


Why do these men and women—most of them in 
their late 20s or 30s—interrupt their lives and 
careers to give three years to such demanding 
service? 

LMHers express their response in different ways 


but the reply is essentially the same—‘“I felt called to 
do something more.” 


The missionaries are unanimous in their gratitude 
for the opportunity the Association affords them to 
work in the missions. 


“It must and does change your life,” they say. “It 
teaches the value of the ministry of presence andthe 
personal enrichment that comes from material and 
spiritual poverty.”

The pope’s visit 
October 1 


BOSTON—After kissing the ground upon his arrival in 
the United States at Boston’s International Airport, Pope 
John Paul Il declared that the words to “America the 
Beautiful” expressed his feelings for the American people. 
“America, America, God shed his grace on thee,” he 
quoted. 3 


BOSTON—More than 2,000 priests and a token 


representation of sisters greeted the pope in Holy Cross 
Cathedral. The pope gave a special blessing to the 
religious, saying, “I pray for each of you, asking you to 
remain always united in Jesus Christ and his church.” 


BOSTON—The pope wowed a huge, predominantly 
young crowd in his first papal Mass on U.S. soil on the 
Boston Common. He was repeatedly interrupted by 
applause and sustained cheers when he said “the pope is 
your friend” and ad-libbed that America “is beautiful even 


if it rains.” 
October 2 


UNITED NATIONS—The pope scored high with the 
international community through his warm personality, 
personal majesty and obvious devotion to humanity. The 
papal message to the United Nations was plain and direct: 
violations of human rights, including the spiritual rights of 
man, constitute the main threat to stability in international 
relations and within individual societies. 


UNITED NATIONS—An appeal by the pope for a peacful 
solution to the Middle East crisis was praised by Israeli and 
Palestinian spokesmen at the United Nations. 

October 3 
NEW YORK—Blue jeans, a T-shirt, rock music and a 


slide show helped a roaring crowd of American teen-agers ~ 


give Pope John Paul an insight into their lives at a jammed 
Madison Square Garden. “By our jeans, by our T-shirts we 
say: ‘We are different,” said a young representative of the 
New York archdiocese. 


NEW YORK—Pope John Paul II visited Battery Park on 
the southern tip of Manhattan to see the Statue of Liberty 
and Ellis Island, historic entry point for waves of European 
immigrants to the United States. “Every nation has its 
historic symbols. They may be shrines or statues or 
documents, but their significance lies in the truths they 
represent to the citizens of a nation and in the image they 
convey to other nations,” the pope said. 


NEW YORK—Speaking to thousands from the New York 
metropolitan area in Shea Stadium in the last major event 
of his visit to the city, the pope urged them to let Christian 
love inspire them to build every part of the city into a true 
community. 


October 4 


PHILADELPHIA—Asking the priests of the United States 
to remain faithful to their ministry, the pope reaffirmed the 
permanency of the priesthood, priestly celibacy and the 
Catholic tradition of an all-male clergy. 


DES MOINES—In excellent fall weather the pope visited 
the heart of America’s farmland. He celebrated Mass atop 
a knoll at Living History Farm, surrounded by a crowd 
conservatively estimated at 350,000. “The land is God’s 
gift, given by a loving Creator as a means of sustaining the 
life which he created,” the pope said. “But the land is also 
man’s responsibility.” 

CHICAGO—Pope John Paul arrived in Chicago—his 
third city in eight hours—and said he was looking forward 
to meeting the Windy City’s people. “From Philadelphia to 
Des Moines to Chicago!” the pope exclaimed at a 
welcoming ceremony. “In one day | have seen a great part 
of your spacious land, and | have thanked God for the 
faith and the achievements of its people.” 


October 5 


CHICAGO—Amid the bungalows and flats of Chicago’s 
predominantly Polish-American Brighton Park 
neighborhood, before the thousands gathered for a Mass’in 
front of Five Holy Martyrs Church, there was a different kind 
of Pope John Paul I!, one speaking ad-lib in his native Polish, 
cea from his prepared text to joke with the ecstatic 
crowd. 


CHICAGO—In a major address to the U.S. bishops, the 
pope rejected “the ideology of contraception and 
contraceptive acts” in the clearest, bluntest statement on 
contraception he has made since the beginning of his 
pontificate. The pope also proclaimed that marriage is 
indissoluble and condemned homosexual activity and 
sexual intercourse outside marriage. 


CHICAGO—Before more than a million people from 
throughout the Midwest in Chicago’s Grant Park, Pope 
John Paul II, noting that the United States grew asa nation 
of immigrants, appealed for the unity needed to follow 
Christ’s command to bring the Gospel “to all nations.” 


October 6 
WASHINGTON—Pope John Paul II arrived at the last 
stop of his six-city tour saying he was looking forward to 
“meeting the leaders of this young and flourishing 
country.” 
WASHINGTON—Pope John Paul called for.“a notable 
change in the attitudes and life styles” of affluent

House. The pope and President Jimmy Carter met 
privately in the White House for more than an hour after a 
brief welcoming ceremony. 


October 7 


WASHINGTON—Pope John Paul deferred academic 
freedom for theologians but warned against spreading 
theories that could trouble everyday Catholics who are 
unprepared to cope with them. “It behooves the theologian 
to be free, but with the freedom that is openness to the 
truth and the light that comes from faith and from fidelity 
to the church,” he said. 


WASHINGTON—Pope John Paul fell further behind his 


schedule when he took time to'give personal greetings toa 


group of handicapped persons who had gathered at Trinity 
College to seek his blessing. 


WASHINGTON—At an ecumenical prayer service, the 
pope, while urging prayer for Christian unity, stated that it 
does not yet exist in faith or in views on moral issues. 
Because of that lack of unity, he said, there could be no 
common celebration of the Eucharist at present. 


WASHINGTON—Before about 175,000 people on the 
Mall between the Capitol and the Washington Monument, 
the pope vigorously reaffirmed the sacredness of human 
life from conception onward and the indissolubility of the 
marriage bond. The pope quoted Thomas Jefferson 
saying: “The care of human life and happiness and not 
their destruction is the just and only legitimate object of 
good government.” 

WASHINGTON—The pope left the United States in 
much the same way he arrived: quoting from American 
patriotic lore. “Today, therefore, my final prayer is this: that 
God will bless America, so that she may increasingly 


become—and truly be—and long remain—‘One nation, 


under God, indivisible, with liberty and justice for all.”

“Open doors for Christ’ is 
Mission Sunday theme 


SAN DIEGO—“Early in 
the '60s, Pope John XxIill 
opened the windows of the 
church, said Father Anthony 
Chylewski, director of the 
Society for the Propagation 
of the Faith in the diocese of 
San Diego. 


“Pope John Paul || urges 
that we go a step further 
and open wide the doors for 
Christ,” he continued. “We 
have taken this as the 
theme for our Mission 
Sunday campaign this year 
since it expresses so very 
well the way we. see 
Mission. 


“A DOOR takes two-way 
traffic,” Father Chylewski 
said. “It is open for people 
to come in. But it is also 
open for us to go out to seek 

~ them as the Good Shepherd 
did. 

“Christ never said, ‘Finda 
spot for yourself and take 
care of the people who 
come_to you,’ good as this 
is,’ Father Chylewski 
added. 


“Rather, Christ said ‘Goto 
all peoples. Make them my 
disciples.’ For this—the 
going and the bringing 
back—we need an open 
door. A wide-open door, for 
there are millions on the 
other side and they are in 
desperate need. 


“MORE THAN _haif-a- 
billion people in the 
mission world live at a level 
of absolute poverty, on $50 
or less a year,” Father 
Chylewski said. “How can 
Christ speak to them if He 
does not come with food? 


“In the very near future, 
the number of unemployed 
people in the world will 
reach the one billion mark. 
How can Christ: speak to 
them if He does not come 
with education and 
vocational training? 


“More than two billion 
people lack fresh, pure 
water and many suffer from 
parasitic disease. How can 
Christ speak to them if He

does not come to them with 
medical care and preven- 
tive ‘know-how’? 

“A GREAT portion of the 
world suffers from hunger, 
unemployment and_ dis- 
ease; but these people also 
suffer from ignorance, fear 


_and despair, the tortures of 


spirit,” Father Chylewski 
said. “It is only Christ who 
can touch their spirits as He 
cares for their physical 
needs. 


“The Mission Church, 
acting in Christ’s name, is 
striving today to touch both 
the heart and the soul of 
man,” Father Chylewski 
said. “This missionary work 
of the church is the cause 
that must take first place 
among all, as Pope John 
Paul I! said, because it 
concerns man’s. eternal 
destiny. 

“What we ask, as Mission 
Sunday approaches, is that 
each person in the diocese 
of San Diego resolve to take 
an active part opening the 
door to this other part of the 
world. 


“The institutions to care 
for the poor are already out 
there in the Missions,” 
Father Chylewski said. “We 
have schools for the 
children, hospitals for the 
sick, relief centers for the 
hungry, camps for the 
refugee, parishes for the 
faithful, priests, sisters. and

brothers offering their lives 
to serve on every continent. 


“WHAT IS needed, and 
needed desperately, is the 
partnership of millions on 
‘our side of the door’ who 
have the grace to share 
their prayers and means 
with their far-away 
neighbors. 

“For the Christian, Pope 
John Paul says, ‘neighbor 
becomes brother.’ So in. 
begging for your support on 


Mission Sunday,” Father 
Chylewski said, “Il am 
begging for your true 


brothers, your true sisters 
in Christ. 


“Your brother may be 
found afloat on the South 
China Sea in a decaying 
boat, sheltering his small 
children under rags, fearful 
that they will all die at sea. 


“YOUR SISTER might 
spend five hours a day 
traveling to and from the 
only source of water near 
her African village, passing 
the rest of her day in finding 
and preparing simple food 
for her family. 

“For them,” Father 
Chylewski said, “and for 
millions like them, we beg 
on Mission Sunday, Oct. 21. 
It is-no exaggeration to say 
that the vitality, the service 
and the work of the Mission 
Church depend on the 
support you offer through 
the Society for the 
Propagation of the Faith on 
Mission Sunday. 


“And so today,” Father 
Chylewski concluded, “I 
beg your prayers, your love 
and your sacrifice. Throw 
open the doors of your heart 
and call the world to 
Christ!”

Americans spent $9.4 billion 
last year on cosmetics and personal care 
items to look good.

Mission countries need our help 


criticize, but to point up in dramatic fashion 
the difference between the American. life 
style and life in mission countries. 


A hundred nations make up the “Third 
World.” They have 70 percent of the world’s 
population and only 11 percent of its 
productive income. 


Recently, U.S. News and World Report 
noted that there are 50 million unemployed 
in the world and 300 million 
underemployed. By the year 2000, jobs will 
be required by 1% billion people, most of 
them in the developing world. 


The population of the developing world is 
estimated at 2% billion. Of these, about 645 
million are living in absolute poverty.($50 or 
less income a year) or relative poverty. 


Two-thirds of the world’s people do not 
have fresh, safe water. Unsafe water is the 
most serious health hazard to individuals, 


families and communities. In Niger, for 


instance, an African country of 10,000 
villages, there are only about 3,000 wells. 


In the cities of developing countries, 
some 156 million children live in 
overcrowded slums, shanty towns and on 
the streets. 


People in the affluent world consume 
about 3,000 calories daily. In developing 


‘countries, calorie intake is about 1,000 less, 


or 400 calories below optimum nutrition. 


Lack of high quality protein adds to the 
problem. 


An estimated billion people, a quarter of 
our world population, suffer from hunger 
and malnutrition. 


In Indian cities, modern high — rise 
apartments sit side by side with pavement 
squatter settlements. Third World cities are 
growing at an annual rate of 4.1 percent. 
Cities in developed areas are growing at 
only 1.7 percent. Urbanization—the 
flocking to cities of unskilled people—is one 
of the great problems of the future.

events to gain publicity for issues in which 
you believe. For example, it seemed 
perfectly legitimate for representatives of 
the women’s ordination conference to 
bring their cause before the television 
cameras at the bishops’ meeting last fall. 


But our reverence for the Eucharist is 
such that we are offended when it is used 
as a tool of manipulation for any cause. 


A distinction: There are some Masses | 
would choose not to attend. 


FOR EXAMPLE, if a Mass were 
celebrated to mark the installation of an 
oppressive government in a Catholic 
nation, | would refuse to participate. My 
reason, though, would be based on the 
improper use of the Eucharist to give 
status to an unjust government. 


Father Callahan's protest is not directed 
against the occasion or the purpose of the; 
Mass; it is directed against a particular 
liturgical regulation which is incidental to 
the real significance of the act of worship.

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Calling on the name of the Lord is the 
first, last and most effective defense we 
have against the trials of life: “I invoke you, 
God, and you answer me, display your 
marvelous kindness, savior of fugitives” 
(Psalms 17:6). 


In the biblical understanding the name 

stands for the person. Therefore, knowing 

- the name of a person gives you a kind of 
power over that person. 


MOSES ASKED to know the name of the 
one who was sending him to free the 
Israelites from their captors. It was a 
difficult and dangerous mission for 
Moses. Knowing the name God revealed 
as appropriate for the situation made the 
difference between success and failure 
for the mission. 


The name Moses received was 
“Yahweh” (Exodus 3:15). There are three 
possible interpretations of this name: 

1) | am whoever | am and you never 
mind; in other words, | am a mystery and 


you are not going to control me by knowing - 


my name. 

2) |am wherever | act; or lam going with 
you to act in your regard. 

3) Finally, | am who am. 

MOSES USED this name with great 
effectiveness in his journey to. the 
Promised Land. David, in words 
reminiscent of the feats of Moses, called 


Q: | don't like to see lay people preaching 
at Mass on Sundays. Isn't this forbidden? 


A: In commenting on #1342 of the Code 
of Canon Law, the Liturgical Commission 
of the archdiocese of New York has an 
excellent summary: 


“The laws and the discipline with which 
the church surrounds her Eucharist are 
carefully drafted to protect and guard the 
treasure God has given her. The Code of 
Canon Law of the Roman Catholic Church 
clearly states that the faculty to preach the 
Homily at the Eucharist is to be granted 
only to priests and deacons and that all lay 
persons and religious are forbidden to 
preach the Homily at the Eucharist. It.is 
the right of the church, asa community, to 
protect her worship by law and the 
statement of her discipline. At the present 
time that law is quite clear. She does not 
understand the Homily merely in terms of 
a speech event. Consequently, others may 
not appropriate the ministry which she 


Sunday Readings 


October 14, Twenty-Eighth Sunday in 
Ordinary Time (Wisdom 7:7-11; Hebrews 
4:12-13; Mark 10:17-30). 


Is Christianity practical? That kind of 
question is ‘provoked by the Gospel 
reading for this Sunday. A rich man is told 
by Jesus to sell all he had and give it tothe 
poor if he wants to “share in everlasting 
life.” 


If every Christian did that what kind of 
world would we have? That is not intended 
as a rhetorical question. 


NOT ALL New Testament writings seem 
to demand that kind of abandonment of 
goods in order to be a Christian. 


James, whose letter is one of the most 
down-to-earth products of’ the young 
church, speaks with no obvious 
embarrassment of the presence of a 
wealthy person in the Christian assembly 
(2:2). He berates the rich later on, but itis 
for their injustices to the poor. 

Arecent study on the social condition of 
the early Christians has argued that,

The names of God 


on the name “Yahweh” and “from his 
temple he heard my voice. Then the earth 
quivered and quaked. He bent the 
heavens and came down” 
18:6,7,9) 

There is great power in the reverent use 
of God’s name. If we have meditated on 
God's names, such as “King: of Kings,” 
“Prince of Peace” (Revelations 19:16), 
“Rock of my Strength” (Psalms 62:7), 
“Jesus” (Luke 1:32), etc., and use these 
names with respect we can generate great 
spiritual power for good. 


For example, when the guards came to 
apprehend Jesus, Jesus asked, “Who are 
you looking for?” (John 18:4). They said, 
“Jesus, the Nazarene.” When Jesus 
answered: “I am he,” they moved back and 
fell to the ground. 


CALLING ON the name of the Lord is the 
first, last and greatest defense we have 
against the cruelties of life. If we can 
meditate on the names and titles of God 
each name will become a consolation for 
our heart, a medicine, a bulwark and a 
weapon against our enemies. 


Meditating on the names of God until 
these names mean what they were 
revealed to mean enables us to apply the 
meaning of these names to life. With 
understanding and faith on our part God 
will stand behind his names sothat we can 
use them in our prayer to great effect. 


- now reserves only to priests and deacons, 


nor are priests and deacons free to 
delegate this ministry to non-ordained 
persons.” 


The general principles of the 
interpretation of law do, of course, allow 
for exceptions such as “per modum actus” 
(“once in a great while” or “a one shot 
deal only”) and “epikeia” (“something the 
particular law never foresaw”).

Are lay people forbidden to preach at Mass? 


Sunday obligation, but not both by 
attending one Mass. This interpretation 
-has been supported in recent years when 
such situations occurred where the parish 
‘priest was emphatic about the one or other 
rule but not a simultaneous fulfilling of two

evening Mass. 


The situation that | remember well is 
where a holy day of obligation was on a 
Monday and the parish priest in San Diego 
stated that attending the Sunday evening 
Mass did not fulfill the Sunday and the 
Monday holy day obligations. 


A: My answer referred to the first case— 
when the holy day occurs on Saturday. The 
permission from Rome refers specifically 
to this instance and says that one Saturday 
afternoon Mass simultaneously fulfills two 
obligations: the holy day (Saturday) and 
Sunday. Our questioner would have been 
perfectly correct except for the fact that 
the permission was granted precisely with 
this situation in mind.

(The reference is to the story in 1 Kings 
3:5-15 where, in a dream, the king was 
bidden by God to ask for any gift he 
wished. He chose “an understanding 
heart,” which our author equates with 
Wisdom.) 


WISDOM, for our biblical author, is a 
wholly transcendent quality, immeasur- 
ably surpassing any other possible good 
that the human person could enjoy. He 
expresses this by saying that even gold is, 
in comparison, “a little sand, and before 
her, silver is to be accounted mire.” 


In possessing Wisdom, the author is 
convinced, Solomon possessed 
everything. 

What Wisdom was to the Old Testament 
author, the kingdom of God was to Jesus.

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It’s another question entirely when the 
holy day occurs on Monday—that is, can 
the Sunday mass obligation “cover” the 
Monday obligation? Since the rescript 
(permission) did not mention Monday, 
and since it referred quite definitely by 
name to Saturday, we have to say that 
Sunday Mass—even if you attend the last 
Mass of the day—does not fulfill the 
Monday obligation. 


A practical forthcoming example: Dec. 8 
(Immaculate Conception, a holy day) falls 
on Saturday this year. Attendance at a 
Saturday afternoon/evening Mass takes 
care of Sunday's obligation. But if it were 
to fall on Monday, then you could attend 
every Mass you wanted to on Sunday—but 
you still would have to attend Mass on 
Monday.

effectiveness. 


WE ENDED UP finding so many models 
of viable family catechesis, divorced, and 
widowed ministries that we chose just a 
few as stereotypes. 


The research wasn’t intended to be 
exhaustive but illustrative. Still, certain 
trends became evident as we studied the 
successful models. 


Common threads seem to run through 
parishes with viable family ministry. For 
what they’re worth, here they are. 


—Good total family ministry seems to 
flow from successful family-centered 
religious education efforts in the parish. All 
four of our models of total family ministry 
(ministry to and by the total parish family 
as opposed to instructional ministry 
primarily to children) began with family- 
centered catechesis. 


But not without pain. Almost all these 
parishes encountered initial confusion 
and reorientation before family-centered 
education was accepted. 


—We didn't find a single model of 
ministry to the ecumenical or interfaith

The chance of reducing consumption, 
especially in a family of growing 
youngsters, is slight.

You can 
substitute lemon juice for the oil. 


Butchering. You can cut up your own 
chicken legs. Make soup with the neck 
and less popular pieces.

comprise 50 percent of our marriages. 


—We found that professionalism on the 
staff of a parish tends to increase rather 
than decrease volunteerism. In the many 
parishes that have hired a MSW (Masters 
of Social Work) or professional family 
counselor, the leap in volunteerism is 
dramatic. 


Is it. that when parishioners sense 
professional leadership, they are more will- 
ing to serve? 


—Most of our models are located in 
suburban, white middle-class parishes. 


—Most of our models are located in the 
Midwest. All four of our total family 
ministry parishes are found there. Close 
behind the Midwest were the Southwest 
and Pacific Northwest. 


—When the bishop believes strongly in 
family ministry, it shows. 


For example, Archbishop Edward A. 
McCarthy's influence can be seen in the 
Phoenix diocese where he formerly served 
and in the Miami diocese where he 
presently serves. 


Will you be able to eat well in the 80s? 


Seasonal. Buy fresh fruits and 
vegetables when they are in season. The 
prices will be lower and the produce 
should be at its best. 


Cheese. You can slice or grate the 
cheese yourself. The packages of 
prepared cheese are more expensive. 


Drinks. Soft drinks are expensive and 
lack food value. Make lemonade, orange- 
ade or iced tea to quench your family's 
thirst. And keep a jug of cold water in the 
refrigerator. 


Sizes. Larger sizes should cost less 
per unit. Buy them when you have space to 
store them. 


Cost. The key to the true cost of your 
main course is cost-per-serving. Boneless 
meat offers more servings than bone-in 
cuts. Boneless cuts cost more, but they 
may be your better buy.

—We found little ministry to families on 
drug and alcohol education. Yet in a 1978 
Gallup pollof Catholic families, this kind of 
counseling headed the list of needs by 
parents. 


—Where there is one good model, there 
are usually two: Fort Worth, Kansas City, 
Minneapolis, Phoenix, Chicago, Colorado 
Springs, Tulsa, Miami. 

Why? Does it mean that a working model 
nearby gives another parish the courage to 
try it? Or is it competing? 


—Once a parish implements a family 
ministry program, it is more open to 
implementing another. 

The major step seems to be in initiating 
the first one. After that, the doors open to 
ministry of many kinds of people: single, 
elderly, childless couples, etc. 

These are some of the trends we 
noticed. Since we didn’t study those 


- parishes without any family ministry, we 


cannot claim comparison data. Still, the 
above observations may be of some value 
to parishes now considering taking a step 
into family ministry.

civil leaders to seek peace 
through justice and love 
instead of killing. 


In the politics-ridden 
United Nations, which he 
called the central point of 
his trip, he questioned the 
legitimacy of politics for its 
own ends, insisting that the 
sole raison d’etre of politics 
is the good of man. 


HE CALLED for an end to 
the spiraling arms race and 
asked the nations to join in 
acommon search for peace 
through justice, human 
rights, more equitable 
distribution of the world’s 
goods, and an emphasis on 
spiritual values. 


In the affluent United 
States he repeatedly 
challenged materialism 
and selfishness, calling for 
simpler life styles and a 
renewal of the American 
tradition of generosity 
toward the poor and the 
hungry. 

He insisted that this must 
be done on the social and 
structural levels in the 
world today as well as on 
the level of personal 
charity.

and society, peace and 
justice and selflessness— 
all under the heading of the 
dignity of man, the theme of 
his first papal encyclical. 


AT A MASS on the Mall of 
the nation’s capital shortly 
before his return to Rome, 
he eloquently promised to. 
“stand up” for human 
values whenever and 
wherever they are threat- 
ened. 


“All human beings ought 
to value every person for his 
or her uniqueness as a 
creature of God,” he said. 
“And so, we will stand up 
every time that human life 
is threatened.” 


Repeatedly interrupted 


“by thunderous applause, 


he vowed to “stand up” for 
the unborn, the unwanted 
child, the loving nature and 
indissolubility of marriage, 
strong family life, the weak 
and needy, the sick, the 
aged and the dying. 


IN BOTH Ireland and the 
United States the pope had 
events scheduled for 
specific groups: youth, 
seminarians, nuns, priests, 
bishops, the sick, govern- 
ment leaders, and leaders 
of other faiths.

A prayer and apenny go along way 


Catholics have not associated 
evangelization and missionary work 
with lay people, yet it was a lay 
person—and a woman at that—who 
laid the foundations for the church’s 
largest international missionary 
effort—the Society for the 
Propagation of the Faith. 


In 1822, when she was only 23 
years old, Marie-Pauline. Jaricot 
formed the organization that, one 
hundred years later, would become 
the Pontifical Society for the 
Propagation of the Faith. 


She began with the modest plea for 


a “prayer and a penny” for the ~ 


missions. 
BORN OF WEALTHY parents on July 


_ 22,1799, Pauline was a beautiful girl, 


very much a child of hertimes. Before 
she was 15, she had seen the collapse 
of the Napoleonic empire and the 
restoration of the Bourbons. 


It was a time when Europe was 
wracked by anti-clerical efforts to 
suppress the Catholic Church. 


It was also the time of the 
appearances of Our Lady at Lourdes 
and the subsequent burst of religious 
fervor throughout France. Pauline’s 
life reflected something of the same 
trends. She was vain, fashionable and 


~ spoiled, a great social success, “boy 


crazy” and frivolous. 


A SERIOUS accident anda tragic 
love affair when she was only 16 
predisposed her for a drastic change 
in her lifestyle and a sermon on the 
evils of vanity was enough to trigger 
the process of moral conversion. 


Pauline became very devout, vowed 
never to marry and became involved

in a mystical movement of reparation 
for the desecration of churches and 
other crimes committed during the 
French Revolution and the 
Napoleonic Empire. 


One day in 1817, while at prayer, 
she had a “vision” of two lamps. One 
was empty; the other overflowing and 
filling the first. 


FOR PAULINE the message was 
clear. The drained lamp signified the 
depleted faith of France. The faith of 
the new Christians in mission lands 
was overflowing and ready to 
replenish it. She decided she had 
found her calling. She would work for 
the foreign missions. 


She recognized that missionaries 
had two major needs: prayer to 
sustain them and an_ organized 
system of financial assistance. 
Pauline had already organized her 
friends into a society for Reparation to 
the Sacred Heart and she now turned 
her energies and talents to the 
missions. 


There were existing organizations 
which appealed for funds for 
missions, but these were always 
devoted to one specific area, such as 
China which was newly opened to 
evangelistic activity. 


Pauline visualized mission aid on a 
worldwide scale and was attracted to 
the idea of collecting “pennies and 
prayers” on a regular, preferably 
weekly basis, from among the people 
of the church. 

READING a papal letter to one of 
the mission societies, she came 
across the phrase “propagation of the 
faith” and adopted it.

She recruited members for her 
Propagation among friends, workers 
in her brother's mill, anywhere she 
could find a receptive ear and heart. A 
penny a week and-a prayer she asked 
of all, exhorting the poor to give to “the 
poorer.’ 


In the first year she collected 600 
francs. Two years later the Society 
had raised 1,439 francs. 


SITTING ONE evening with family 
and friends, she wondered if she 
could persuade them each to form a 
circle of 10 friends to collect and pray 
for the missions. Putting the idea into 
practice, she formed the forerunners 
of today’s Mission Circles. 

In 1882 the Propagation was large 
and successful enough to attract the 
attention of powerful people who

managed to have it named a Pontifical 
It then passed out of 
Pauline’s contro]. But that was not the 
end of her evangelistic endeavor. 


In 1843 the Bishop of Nancy 
awakened her concern for the 
millions of babies in pagan countries 
who had no hope of baptism and the 
seeds of the Association of the Holy 


‘Childhood were sown. 


REPEATING HER “pennies and 
prayer’ system, Mademoiselle Jaricot 


asked children to pray and give their . 


pennies for pagan babies—a practice 
familiar to any graduate of parochial 
schools! 


Over the years the association has 
raised millions of dollars to maintain 
orphanages and schools in mission 
territories. 


Pauline Jaricot never received full 
credit for her work during her lifetime. 
She was ignored, ridiculed and vilified 
by men envious of her organizational 
ability and boundless enthusiasm or 
those who wished to benefit from the 
success of her societies. 


EVEN AFTER her death in 1862, the 
foundation of these organizations has 
often been attributed to others. 


Her spiritual director, who was 
Abbe John Vianney, Cure d’Ars, said 
of her, “| know one person who knows 
how to accept crosses, very heavy 
crosses, and who bears them with 
great love—Marie-Pauline Jaricot.” 


The massive operation of the 
Society for the Propagation of the 
Faith stands as a monument—a vital 
and growing monument—to- her 
vision, her enthusiasm and her 
talents.
